Using DEF FN and FX 
With Sinclair QL and TS-2068 


Given are three little example programs that 
mixes up a brew of ways to use DEF FN and FN. 
There are zillions of ways that the "DEFine" 
functions can be used for both math and literal 
operations. 


RULES: The command "FN" is used in a line of 
programming (or in the direct mode). When the 
"FN" Command is given, “program lines are 
searched” for the DEFined Function, which is 


expressed somewhere in a program line. The DEF FN 
expression can be “early or late” in the program 
lines. AND, an “earlier” DEF FN expression can be 
used by a “later” expression to solve differential 
equations. But MATH is but one of many usages of 
the DEF FN and FN functions. One can use most of 
the Basic Language key words within a DEF FN 
expression. An example: 100 DEF FN c$()=("yes"” 
AND a>0)+("no" AND a<1). This simple Boolean 
evaluation can be expanded upon to do thousands of 
selective literal assignments. <PRINT FN c$(}> 
solves the function. 


Sometimes literal explanations are too dense 
and complicated to get the points across. The 
best way, I believe, is to give some short and 
sweet examples. The three short demo programs are 
given. The first one demos simple math formula 
solutions. The second demos a bit of string 
slicing and conversions from literal to numeric. 
The third is a bit more complicated. Key in the 
programs and become familiar with the DEF FN and 
FN logic. Other applications of DEF FN are given 
in Update Magazine (January 1991 and April 1991).

fre you getting along with your clone? I hope that I have been of some telp 
with this column. My ultimate goal is to make using your IBW clone as easy 
as possible. To this end, any time I come across a program or utility that 
might help me do this, I will hhring it to your attention here. If I am to 
be successful at this task, I need your help. Please fet me know what you 
think of the content of this column. Do you like it? Do you want to see a 
topic covered that I have not thought of? If you did not fike it, I would 
fake to know that as well. 


As ? said above, if i find something that will make my life easier in O05, 
( will pass it along. This month é have a real gem for you: 4005. 4005.COM 
is a replacement for COMNMAND.COM. it will work with any version of DOS and 
with any (4M compatible XT/AT computer. 4O0QS contains aii of the same com— 
mands that OG@S contains and more! Gn top of that, most of the commands are 
enhanced. é could not begin to describe all of the power and versatility 
available to you in this program in one column. é will, however, be cover— 
ing the commands in a series of columns to try to help you compare 4005 to 
OGS commands. This month i will have coam to give you an overview of 4005 
and list some of the major new commands that you will not find in COMMANDO. 
car. 


First of all, you cannot get so much more power and hope to keep the 
program the same size. 4DOS.COM does require WK of ram BUT, and this 
is a big but, it can be swapped out to extended cam or expanded ram or 
even to a disk fife to leave you using less than 3K of main ram instead 
of the usual Y-1K used by various versions of COMMAND.COM. The best way 
to use it is with either extended/expanded ram or a ramdisk in extended/ 
expanded ram It will function by swapping to a floppy or hard disk but 
you can imagine the slowest would be swapping to floppy drive. 


As for the new and exciting commands available to you in 4DOS, I will 
list a few of them here and tell you what they are for. FREE will tell 
you how much free space is left on the default or any disk you choose. 
MEMORY will tell you about your main ram, extended ram, expanded ram, 
environment space, alias space and history space. CDD will allow you to 
not only change directories (CD) but also to change drives at the same 
time! LIST allows you to read files without having to first load some 
sort of editor or word processor. It allows you to scroll up and down 
through any text file. HISTORY will list the commands you have issued 
from the command fine. DRAWBOX will allow you to draw a box of any size 
or color from within your batch files or to be used in menus or ascii 
text files. DRAWULINE/DRAWHLINE altow you to draw vertical or horizontal 


tines. MOVE is a true move command! It will copy a file and then erase the 
original. ALIAS will allow you to write DGS command line macros. COLOR is 
included to allow you to change colors in batch files and from the command 
line. There are also many batch programming commands such as: GOTO -— GOSUB 
IF -— IFF -— EXIT - QUIT -— INPUT - INKEY —- SET —- CALLE — CANCEL - SETLOCFL ard 
more. If nothing else, with 4YDOS you will likely become a better batch file 
Praqreamamerer t han y ou were before 


If you tike it and want to register and use it for the future, this fine 
piece of programming will cast you $50. Not bad for what you get. This is 
what DOS COMMAND.COM should have been and may be in the future if what I 
hear about MS-DGS version 5.0 is true. It is reported to have the ability 
to swap out part of itself to extended/expanded memory to spare some main 
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menory for applications. I do nat see them putting in all of the niceties 
that you will find in YOOS. This is, as you may have gathered, a share- 
ware package. 


Next time é will start to explain how the commands work. How a command 
with the same name as the corresponding OGS command differs in its 4005 
operation. After that, we will get into the new commands, what they do and 
bow they work. 


lf this package is of interest to you, you can get a copy from RMG and 
give it a try yourself. If you want to see more on 4D0S over the next few 
months, please let me know. | can only assume that if {| hear only silence 
it must mean that you like what you are reading and want to see more of the 
same.

BOOK REVIEW 


Newer users of MS DOS and DR DOS should find the book “Getting The Most From 
Utilities On The IBM PC" by Robert Krumm very helpful. Mr. Krumm speaks and 
writes the layman’s language as he first started using computers for teaching at 
the Public School level some years ago. He now teaches at microComputer School, 
Inc. He has had many magazine and journal articles published. 


The book cover carries this message, better than I could write it out: This 
guide to utility programs is valuable for both beginners and experienced users 
alike. The most popular programs are documented in a "“hands-on" style, with 
numerous examples of their use and detailed product information that allows a 
reader to compare utilities and decide which ones best fit his or her needs. 


Readers will find the first 80 pages to be helpul in just understanding what M& 
DOS is about, and instructional enough to to use the utilities covered by this 
book. These 80 pages go into "What You Need To Know" and Working With Dos 
Commands". This is part 1. 


Part 2 covers Norton Utilities and other DOS enhancements. PC TOOLS is one he 
does not cover. Users of XTREE will find a useful explanation of this utility, 
how to start it, display examples and modes, searches, commands, functions, 
Keys, directory commands, file commands, tagging files, for example. As for each 
utility described, a summary of XTREE is given. 


Part 3 covers keyboard enhancements, such as macros and macro enhancements. He 
covers many aspects of the F keys, and in conjuncion with Ctrl and Alt keys. 


Part 4 goes in to the background utilities and printing utilities. These 3 parts 
are applicable to the specific utilites covered by the author. However, the 
information is great for comparing with utilities in use or contemplated, such 
as shareware and freeware. For example, an understanding of the keyboad 
enhancement program, Frokey, will give a good comparison for any similar 
utility. 


Specific utilities are Prokey, Superkey, Recall, SmartKey,Sidekick, Spotlight, 
DeskSet, and Turbo Lightning.

At present, the cnly time I would want to have a Gi 
is when I need ta ccepy an EPROM. 
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I have much hardware for the above computers and lately, March end, 
I performed a marriage and new have the Larken/Oliger disk systems 
rurmning on my working T/S 2@68 ccmputer. I did not dae the complete 
hardware modification of the Larken dock beard since I did net bend cut 
pir 1 of the chip as specified and tied it to pir was it 14 sa that I 
could power up with beth irterfaces active without the ccmputer freezina 
up. The only preblem is that I carmot LGAD my Gliger version of MSCRIPT 
V5.5 with the Larkern beard enabled. If 1 do and I try ta LOAD a file the 
computer dees a NEW! A twirk I carn live with since I know it. The reasan 
I did not bend cut pin cme is that the chip is scldered in. 

Orr the ZX81 I am trying to get ar AERCO disk interface working with 
double sided 4@ track drives. The used system that I have has cre single 
sided 35 track drive and the decs confirm that it was from the days af 
8 inch drives ard when the first 5.25 drives were single sided 35 track 
and quite likely single density since the scftware askes when you FORMAT 
if it is single cr deuble density. Changéd Grives requires a new 
interface EPROM. AERCO still makes the system and supplies the EPROMs. 

I have the Larkern ZX81 disk system but tc SAVE a pregram that has 
machine code in it you have tc POKE the start address and the length of 
the cade and I da not kricw how ta find that Gut. 

Gri the T/S 20868 I have been transferring my Larker: MSCRIPT files to 
Dliger by way cf a cassette version of MSCRIPT V5.@ which I converted ta 
LOAD Larken and ta SAVE Oliger. That dees beat SAVing te cassette ard 
reLOADing ta the other versian cf MSCRIPT which I did a few times befcre 
I gat the Larkern/Oliger marriage perfarmed.

If 
the drive case was just a little bigger it could be fitted with leas and 
used as the desk tap.
